Such 
was its declared purposes when the legislation authorizing 
the trade treaty program was passed. 
Ii was argued that the only way we could regain our for­ 
eign trade was by allowing foreign countries to sell us more of 
their produc I s. 
In spite of the fact that two-thirds of our imports, on a 
value basis, were already free of duty, the New Deal insisted 
that the gates should be opened wider to foreign goods, 
fallacy of the Adm inistration’s program has already been dem­ 
onstrated. 
I hese trade treaties do not bind foreign countries to pur­ 
chase any goods in our markets. W hat is happening is that they 
are taking advantage of the opportunity which the New Deal 
afforded them to sell in the United States, but they are spend­ 
ing their money elsewhere. 
There is nothing to indicate that a continuation of the 
New Deal s ’ good neighbor policy” will have any different 
result. American producers are being sold out and we are 
receiving no compensating benefits from foreign countries. 
O ur farmers were promised an outlet for th* ir surplus 
commodities as soon as the trade treaty program got under way. 
Instead, they have seen their foreign markets shrink 
still further. 
hor example, our exports of wheat and wheat flour de­ 
le lined from 36 million bushels in 1934 to 16 million bushels in 
! 1933. In the same period, exports of tobacco declined from 
419 million pounds to 381 million pounds. Exports of pork 
declined from 84 million pounds to 62 million pounds. Exports 
of lard declined from 431 million pounds to only 96 million 
pounds. 
VC bile farm exports have declined, farm imports have 
tremendously increased, f rom 1934 to 1933 imports of can­ 
ned beef rose from 47 Brillion pounds to 76 million pounds; 
wheat from 8 million bushels to 27 million bushels; corn from 
3 million bushels to 43 million bushels; oats from 5 million 
bushels to IO million bushels; barley malt from 193 million 
pounds to 320 million pounds; and egg products from 3 mil­ 
lion pounds to nearly 8 million pounds.
